4.1.1. E. Ketchum mentioned that the street sign for the KCRd was put up on 8/1 and is still there, but is not in a 

good place.  BOS discussed possible alternate location for the sign.

 Placed ‘No Thru Trucks’ sign on Fahi Pond Rd.
